Intense interest in The Constitu- 
tion’s poll on the question of modifi- 
cation of the Volstead law continued 
unabated Sunday and ballots poured 
into the office on every mail, the 
heavy vote being particularly notable 
from towns and cities outside of At- 
lanta. In Atlanta proper the latest 
tabulation showed a total of 2,292 
votes in favor of modification and 
234 votes against. 

The yote in Georgia outside of At- 
lanta now stands 1,309 for modifica- 
tion and 736 against. 

The question of modifying the Vol- 
stead law was the all-absorbing topic 
in many quarters Sunday where The 
Constitution poll was widely discussed. 
Twenty leading American newspapers, 
including The Constitution, are en- 
gaged in taking this poll in various 
parts of the country to determine the 
sentiment of the people on the ques- 
tion of modifying the Volstead law. 

Response Very Large. 

Responses to the poll, both in At- 
lanta and in Georgia, have been sur- 
prisingly large as it has been in 
progress but a few days and the to- 
tal number yoting is now almost _5,- 
000. With votes arriving in streams 
with every mail indications are that 
the poll will be one of the most sucess- 
ful of its kind ever conducted so far 
as holding the interest of the public 
is concerned. 

Along with votes The Constitution 
is receiving numerous letters from men 
and women in which they express 
their views at length, either in favor 
of modification.or against modifica- 
tion. Some excellent letters on both 
sides of the question have been re- 
ceived excerpts from which are being 
printed from time to time during the 
progress of the poll. 

The poll seems to be appealing to 
people of all classes judging by the 
ballots received. Letter heads _re- 
ceived thus far represent nearly all 
lines of business activity. Many of 
the letters are from women and some 
strong statements both in favor of 
modification and against tWat plan 
have been written by women.

TREASURY SEES 
$400,000,000. 3 

Washington, March 14.—(#)—Col- 
lection of almost $400,000,000 in 
taxes for the quarter is expected by 
the treasury from income tax returns, 
which must be filed by tomorrow 
night. 

Although the new tax rates, most of 
which may be taken advantage of in 
the filing of returns now due, went 
into operation Jess than three weeks 
ago. Internal revenue officials re- 
[port that most of the vast volume of 
returns have been made. 

Commissioner Blair, of the internal 
revenue bureau, has ruled that tax- 
payers with incomes of more than $5,- 
000 and domestic corporations will 
be allowed to file tentativé returns 
at this time upon the payment of 
one-fourth of the estimated tax. An 
extension of two months in which to 
file amended and final returns will be 
allowed in these cases. 

Midnight, tomorrow, is the dead- 
line for the filing of returns. If the 
return is in the mails befote that 
hour, the treasury will accept it as 
having been filed within the limit. 

As a result of the increased person- 
al exemptions under the new law it 
is estimated that 2,300,000 fewer tax- 
payers will file returns than last 
year. The exemptions were increased 
from $1,000 to $1,500 for single per- 
sons and from $2,500 to $3,500 for 
married persons.

Is Awarded 


Large Knoxville Contract 


Burford, Hall and Smith, sales engi- 
heers and contractors of Atlanta, were 
recently awarded contract amounting 
to $193,000 for furnishing and _ in- 
stalling all of the machinery required 
for a complete new water works pump- 
ing plant for the city of Knoxville. 
Tenn. This progressive city has en- 
joyed a rapid growth during the past 
few years, and the increase in popu- 
lation has:made it necessary to pro- 
vide a new water supply. This is 
being accomplished by going further 
up the Tennessee river and building 
an entirely new water system with 
modern filtration § plant. 

The new pumping rant will have 
two large De Laval centrifugal pump- 
ing units of 15,000,000 gallons daily 
capacity each, driven by 16,00-horse- 
power De Laval steam turbines and 
reduction gears. ‘These pumps will 
lift the water from the filters to res- 
ervoirs located on the hills above the 
city. 

A unique feature of the new ma- 
chinery is that each of these high lift 
have an electric genera- 


which will be used for driving motor- 
driven low limp pumps located in a 
pit, these pumps being utilized to lift 
the raw water from the river into the 
sedimentation basin of the filtering 
plant. By this means, both the low- 
lift and the high-lift pumps will oper- 
ate at high efficiency. 

The boiler plant will be one of 
the most modern in the entire south, 
the boiler being of water tube type 
operating at 500 pounds steam pres- 
sure and 200 degrees superheat. These 
will be equipped with under _ feed 
forced draft mechanical strokers suit- 
able for burning bituminous’ coal 
mined in the vicinity of Knoxville. 

The new Knoxville water system 
was designed by Alvord, Burdick and 
Howson, civil engineers of Chicago, 
Ill. Burdford, Hall and Smith are 
now installing a new pumping plant 
for the city of Spartanburg, 8S. C., 
and have recently completed and start- 
ed a new pumping station for the city 
of Tampa, Fla. They also made the 
installation of three large pumping 
units for the city of Atlanta, and 
have done similar work for a number 
of other southern cities.

| A thorough probe. of the mutiny 
last Tuesday of Fulton county con- 
victs in the North Side camp was 


launched Sunday by Assistant Solici- 
tor General Ed A. Stephens, with the 
view of asking indictment of every 
convict believed to have entered into 
the plot to escape, and which result- 
ed in the fatal shooting of Captain 
Pat P. Newsome and the serious in- 
jury of three mutinous convicts. 

Assistant Solicitor General Steph- 
ens and Special Investigator Marion 
I.. Baker spent practically the entire 
day Sunday at the North Side camp 
questioning guards who were with the 
convicts when they made their break 
for liberty, and in investigating wheth- 
er the plot was premeditated, and if 
so, names of the men who plotted to 
use violence in escaping. If such 
means were used every convict so 
involved will be indicted on a charge 
of murder and the extreme penalty 
of the law will be asked, Mr@Stephens 
istated. Probers also visited the scene 
‘of the mutiny in order to thoroughly 
'familiarize themselyes with the situa- 
tion, 


Speedy Trial Sought.
